He need not 
have feared, for, apart from calling one man a 
* bore," another a “ mummy,” and saying that one 
married couple were in the habit of quarrelling, 
there is not an unkind word in the whole diary. For 
this diary has now —sixty years after it was written— 
been given to the world. “Тһе Journal of Sir 
Walter Scott” (2 vols.. 32s., David Douglas: Edin- 
burgh) is a reflection of Scott's inmost thoughts. It 
shows us the man in prosperity and in adversity, 
now delightfully humorous and happy with his little 
grandson, now saddened by the 


Financial Troubles 


which came upon his later years. One of the differ- 
ences contained in the Lockhart biography and in 
the actual journal relates to the Queen. Scott wrote, 
in 1828: **1 was presented to the little Princess 
Victoria—I hope they will change her name—the 
heir apparent. This little lady is educated with much 
care, and watched so closely by the Duchess and the 
principal governess that no busy maid has a moment 
to whisper, * You are heir of England.’ I suspect, if 
we could dissect the little head, we should find that 
some pigeon or other bird of the air had carried the 
matter, She is fair, like the Royal Family, but does not 
look astf she would be pretty.” Lockhart had omitted 
the lines italicised. There are many good anecdotes 
about Byron, Moore, and other contemporaries in 
the volume, but its chief charm is the revelation of 
simple goodness which it unfolds. Scott was never 
despicable or mean. His sense of kingship led him 
to give too much admiration to the least reputable of 
English monarchs, and his feudal ideals led to the 
erection of that stately Abbotsford of his which 
helped in his financial ruin. But what is all this 
comparable with his position as а loving father and 
a faithful friend? Let no one fail to read this and 
the other works of Scott, for to read them is a bracing 
and helpful experience. TATLER.

DEAR Srm,—It has for more than thirty years been 
my custom at this time to appeal to the readers of 
the newspapers on behalf of the poor in St. Giles's. 
Asis generally known, this district is always in a 
chronic state of poverty, but in the winter months, 
when work is so scarce, the distress among the 
honest, industrious, but unskilled working classes is 
appalling, and can only be realised by those who are 
constantly visiting the homes of the poor. 

Christmas is a time of gladness to most of us, and 
I am, therefore, most anxious to shed a little bright- 
ness upon the lives of some of these poor families by 
providing the materials for a Christmas dinner at 
their own homes. Last year, through the generosity 
of our friends, we were enabled to enliven in this 
way some 300 or 400 families, well known to us as 
honest, deserving people, but wretchedly poor. We 
are anxious to do at least as much this year, and I 
feel sure that I have only to say this for the means 
to be provided, as in former years.

GARDENING FOR DECEMBER. 
BY THE “Р.1.Р” SPECIAL GARDENER. 


GARDENING in December has anything but an 
attractive sound, and, in truth, ploddiug about outside 
in such weather as we are having „just now is— well, 
not quite as pleasant as one could wish. 


In the Flower Garden 


all planting operations— whether of trees, shrubs, 
roses, bulbs, or herbaceous plants—should have been 
finished by this time, and the beds and borders just 
lightly pricked up with a fork, taking care not to go 
too deep, and working very carefully among choice 
plants or shrubs. Anything of at all а tender or 
delicate nature, such as salvias, pentstemons, and 
fuchsias, should have had a spadeful of dry ashes or 
cocoanut fibre refuse placed over each to protect the 
crowns at once from frost amd wet. Inlight warm 
soils even dahlias and tuberous begonias, if protected 
in this way, will be tolerably safe in the open ground 
throughout all the more southern parts of the country. 
Some gardeners have a habit of 


Covering the Roots 


of newly planted roses, shrubs, fruit-trees, &c., 
with manure from the stable, in the autumn. Now, 
though allowable where the soil is of а light and 
porous nature, I believe that this does as much harm 
&s good in the case of stiff, cold, or clayey ground, 
rendering the soil beneath sour and unwholesome. 
If anything of the kind is really required, which, 
except in very cold or exposed places, I am not dis- 
posed to admit, let it be some light, dry, sweet 
material, such as dry fern (bracken) or cocoanut 
fibre. The advantage of having plenty of nice 


Evergreens 


planted about the garden will now be recognised. I 
do not like too much ivy—it is so gloomy— and if 
coniferous plants—particularly such as the different 
varieties of the cypress and thujas—are at all too 
freely planted, the effect becomes quite funereal. 
But there are hosts of other things to choose from, 
and a really wonderful variety in both colour and 
form. One of the very best of coniferous evergreens 
for & cold clay soil is the Norway spruce (Abies 
excelsa): it is quite surprising how this shapely tree 
thrives in almost pure clay, and rhododendrons of the 
ordinary kinds I also find to flourish in even a stiff 
clayey loam—they will, indeed, do well with a little 
care in any kind of soil except a chalky one. 


Berry-Bearing Shrubs 


are valuable now, too. Some of the best are the 
holly, Aucubas, both the variegated and the less 
common green variety, Cotoneasters, microphylla 
and Simondsi, Skimmias, Daphne mezereum, the 
beautiful and variously coloured varieties of Per- 
nettya mucronata, the fiery thorn (Crategus Pyra- 
cantha), and such roses or briers as R. rugosa, R. 
pomifera, and the common wild or dog-rose (R. 
canina). 
The Greenhouse or Conservatory 


is now a welcome and pleasant resort when the cut- 
door garden cannot be enjoyed. Here the principal 
display of chrysanthemums will be getting over, but 
late varieties are just opening, and will be found very 
useful towards Christmas-time. A few of the best 
for late flowering are Princess Teck (white, slightly 
tinted), Mrs. N. Davis (golden), Ethel, Fair Maid of 
Guernsey, and Mrs. C. Carey (white), Ceres (blush), 
Fulton (bronze yellow), Snowdrop (white pompon), 
and Virginale (white anemone-flowered). Salvias 
also make a nice display at this season, when well 
grown: ericas (heaths) and the much hardier if 
somewhat less graceful epacris are just expanding 
their first blossoms, and camellias and correas are 
now beginning to flower. Camellias, by the way, 
ought to have some weak soot-water or other liquid 
manure now and then as soon as the buds begin to 
swell up for flowering, but keep the plants cool: 
they cannot endure forcing. 
Bouvardias 

are really grand just now—the snow-white Vreelandi, 
the brilliant scarlet President Cleveland, the rosy 
Priory Beauty, and many others—but these require 


rather more warmth than the greenhouse affords, 
and the hothouse or stove is alsogay with the scarlet- 
flowered Euphorbia jacquinefiora, gorgeous poin- 
settias, and others. 


Fruit-Garden. 


But little can be done here, now that the planting 
is finished, except pruning; but this is most import- 
ant work, and must neither be neglected nor 
hurried over. I usually begin with the apples and 
pears, following with plums and cherries—though the 
less pruning these have at any time the better—and 
finishing off with apricots and peaches, and the 
* bush fruits," in the early spring. Pruning is a 
subject upon which few hard-and-fast rules can be 
laid down — almost everything depends upon the 
variety in hand, the na ure of the soil, the state of 
the roots, and a dozen other circumstances. Gener- 
ally speaking, however, one may cut out all dead, 
diseased, or weakly wood first, then remove any 
crowded branches that obstruct each other's licht, 
also any gross, sappy, or over-luxuriant shoots, care- 
fully preserving all theshort-jointed, twiggy branches, 
that will usually be found studded with spurs and 
fruit-buds, aud not be far out. 


Grapes 


will soon bein great request for dinner-parties and 
other Christmas festivities. The huge berried black 
variety known as Gros Colman is a great favourite 
just now, but it is a grape grown to look at and not 
to eat, all the same, having a thick tough skin, and 
watery, flavourless pulp. I would rather eat a well- 
grown bunch of the common Sweetwater, from a 
sunny wall. The golden Muscat of Alexandria is the 
King (or Queen) of all grapes, both in appearance 
and flavour; but to grow it well in this country 
requires a high artificial temperature. In Australia 
we used to grow it to perfection in the open sir; 
but that is a very different thing. After all. the 
good old Black Hamburg is about the best black 
grape we have, all points (including quality and 
flavour) considered. Choice 
Pears for Christmas 


are also greatly appreciated. The very best that are 
ripe at that season are Glou Morceau, Doyenné du 
Comice, Beurré Rance, Knight's Monarch, Wiuter 
Nelis, and Marie Benoist. 


Vegetable Garden. 

The last month in the year is з comparatively 
leisnre season in this department. Indeed, but little 
ean be done out of doors, except such work as 
trenching in fairly open weather. Prepare a piece 

' ground, as soon as may be, for shallots and garlic, 
ind towards the end of the month plant the bulbs— 
those of medium size are best—6in. apart, and 10in. 
or 12 in. from row to row. 


Seakale and Rhubarb 


may now be forced in any house, pit, or shed in 
which the temperature of 55 deg. to 60 дер. is main- 
tained. Choose the strongest roots, plant or pot 
them in light rich soil, keep moist, and cover the tops 
in some way to exclude light. B. C. R.

THE QUEEN leaves Windsor for Osborne next week 
(says the Wor/ld’s ** Atlas") either on Thursday or 
Friday, travelling by special train to the Clarence 
Yard, Gosport, and crossing thence to Trinity Pier, 
East Cowes, in the Royal yacht Alberta, which has 
just undergone an overhaul at Portsmouth. The: 
Queen stays for abont nine weeks at Osborne, andi 
will then return to Windsor for a month before pro- 
ceeding to the Continent. 


I announced a fortnight ago (remarks Truth) that. 
the Queen has arranged to pass a few weeks at 
Florence during the spring, and this news reached 
the daily papers through a Reuter's telegram from 
that city. An imaginative ** London correspondent ”’ 
has since contradicted my statement, alleging that 
the Italian Government were so dissatisfied because 
the Queen did not visit Rome in 1888 that she is not 
likely to go to Florence again. This is the very 
purest of fictions. I can confidently state that the 
Queen is going to Florence. Ali the preliminary 
arrangements for her sojourn at the Villa Palmieri 
have already been made, and it is settled that she is 
to arrive there on or about Friday, March 20. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied 
by the Duke of Clarence and Avondale and 
Princesses Victoria and Maud, arrived at Marl- 
borough House on Monday from Sandringham. ‘The 
Prince of Wales, attended by General Sir Dighton 
Probyn and Major-General Ellis, visited the ninety- 
third annual Cattle Show of the Smithfield Club, at 
the Royal Agricultural Hall, and subsequently 
lunched with Mr. Walter Gilbey, the chairman, and 
the directors of the hall. After luncheon his Royal 
Highness presided at a meeting of the Council of the 
Hackney Horse Society, of which he is the President 
forthe year. The Prince went to the Comedy in the 
evening with the Duke of Clarence and the Duke of 
Fife, to see ** May and December." 


Mr. Gladstone went to see Mrs. Langtry as Cleo- 
patra, at the Princess’s, last Saturday night, and 
received an ovation. 


The veteran Maria Marchioness of Ailesbury 
terminated her visit on Monduy to the Prince and 
Princess of Wales at Sandringham, and proceeded, in 
the afternoon, to Crichel, to join the party assembled 
nt Lord Alington’s, in Dorset, to meet their Royal 
Highnesses. 


The Czarevitch and his party, accompanied by 
Riaz Pasha, arrived at Suez by train from Cairo last 
Monday morning. The distinguished travellers 
embarked immediately for Aden. 


The opponents of Mr. Parneli's leadership brought 
the dispute to а climax at the resumed meeting of 
the Irish Party last Saturday. A report of the 
deputation embodying the result of their negoti- 
ntions with Mr. Gladstone, who refused to discuss the 
Home Rule question in connection with the leadership 
of the Irish Party, was read, and pronounced by 
members on both sides as disappointing. After long

and heated discussion, several members of the 
majority declared their determination to bring 


matters to an issue, and Mr. Abraham proposed a 
resolution to terminate Mr. Parnell’s leadership. As 
Mr. Parnell declared this to be out of order, the 
forty-five members hostile to him walked out of the 
room, reassembled in another room, and passed 
resolutions deposing Mr. Parnell, selecting Mr. 
Justin McCarthy as his successor, to act with eight 
members, and pledging those present to remain an 
independent party. Meanwhile, Mr. Parnell, -who 
retained his seat, addressed his followers, and claimed 
that they had won, adding that, although they had 
been reduced in numbers, Ireland would supply the 
places of those who had left his party. 

In the House of Commons, on the 4th inst., Mr. 
Balfour moved a vote of £5000 for expenses con- 
nected with the relief of distress in lreland, and 
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made a long statement in explanation of his scheme. 
After discussion the vote was agreed to. The 
Commons, in the course of Monday's sitting, read 
the Seed Potatoes Supply (Ireland) Bill the third 
time. Upon the motion for the second reading of 
the Land Department (Ireland) Bill, Mr. T. M. 
Healy moved its rejection, but was defeated by 191 
votes to 129. On Tuesday both Houses adjourned 
| until after Christmas. 


Queen Emma, in the presence of all the members 
of the States-General of. Holland, on Monday took 
the oath as Regent, swearing fidelity to the young 
Queen Wilhelmina during her minority. The Queen 
and Queen-mother were enthusiastically cheered on 
returning to the Palace. 


Mr. Baron Huddleston died suddenly on Dec. 5. 


The trial of Mrs. Pearcey for the murder of Mrs. 
Hogg and her infant daughter was conciuded at the 
Central Criminal Court on Dec. 4. ‘The jury, after 
deliberating for nearly an hour, found the prisoner 
guilty of murder. In reply to the usual question, 
she said she was innocent. Mr. Justice Denman, 
expressing his agreement with the verdict, passed 
seutence of death, holding out no hope of a reprieve. 


A Paris Artist favours us with a portrait of the 
Russian General Seliverstoff, who was assassinated 
last month, it is presumed by a Nihilist, at the Hótel 
de Bade, of which the P.J.P. gave a sketch on 
Nov. 29. The funeral service over the remains of 
the late General took place in Paris on Dec. 5, at the 
Russian Church in the Rue Daru, and attracted a 
large crowd of sightseers. ‘The President of the 
Republic was represented by his Naval Aide-de- 
Camp, Captain Meygret, and Count d’Ormes- 
son, Introducteur des Ambassadeurs, was offi- 
cially present on behalf of the Foreign Office. 


The fact that military honours were paid to the | 


deceased Russian General, although he had retired 
from the service over ten years ago, is not unnaturally 
regarded as indicating a desire on the part of the 
Government of the Republic to give a public and 
emphatic proof of its entente cordiale with the Russian 
Government. Stanislaus Padlewski, valet to General 
Seliverstoff, is being inquired after by the Scotland- 
yard Police in connection with the murder. Two 
days after the assassination the valet left Paris, and is 
believed to have reached London by way of Ostend. 
It is thought probable that he has shaved off his 
moustache and is letting his whiskers grow. А very 
strict surveillance is being kept by the police on all 
«quarters in London which are frequented by Russians. 
Any information is to be given to the authorities at 
Scotland-yard,

THE WORLD.

LETTER EIGHTH: 


IN ITALY. 
(To the Editor of ** The Penny 
Illustrated Paper.’’) 


Venice, Nov. 17, 1890. 
From Milan to Venice— 


from the most progressive city 
in Italy to perhaps the least 
progressive—from Milan, which 
has the largest number of 
cyclists of any city in Italy, to 
Venice, which has practically 
none. What a contrast! To 
offset this dissimilarity, Nature 
has done her utmost to make 
the intervening country con- 
tinually the same, and has suc- 
ceeded well. There is little to 
excite the admiration of the 
cyclist who wheels from Milan 
to Venice. The road runs 
over the broad, fertile plains 
of Lombardy and Venezia, 
through a rich country in a 
good state of cultivation, but 
almost as 


Level as a Billiard-Table. 


Not an eminence mars the even 
surface, not a hill to obstruct 
the unbroken view. 


Every wheelman who has 
made any extended tour knows 
how irksome riding becomes 
in a perfectly level country, 
no matter how smooth the 
roads. Bearing this in mind, 
instead of going down the val- 
ley of the Po through Lodi, 
Cremona, and Mantua, we 
steered a little northward for 
Brescia, to strike the southern 
shore of Lago di Jarda at 
Desenzano. 

Conversation with cyclists at 
the hotel detained us until a 
late hour. It was already noon 
before 


We left Milan. 


The laws of the city compelled 
us to walk a mile before we were far enough distant from the centre of the city to mde our wheels. 
This inconvenience used to be far worse; but the Veloce Club of Milan, by combined efforts, 
has succeeded in mitigating it to a great extent. Permission is now granted to ride on all 
streets outside of the canal which surrounds the old city. 


The First Ten Kilometres 
we rode in the company of a member of the club—Mr. Engieman jun. The recent rains had left 
the roads in a terrible condition—a mixture of mud and gravel, varymg from two to six inches 
deep. How different from the smooth, hard roads of England and France, which are as 
ridable in wet as in damp weather! Our progress was slow; but by picking out the best of 
the road, and patronising the footpaths now and then, we managed to get along. After 


Lunch in Gorgonzola, 


the road beeame much better. The scenery was the same throughout the day—a flat country, 
well cultivated. The dry dead leaves dropping from the trees, groves of mulberry-trees stripped 


of their leaves, the canals and streams running beside the road 
gave а very dreary and uninteresting look to the surroundings:

A horrible state of filth prevailed in all the small towns 
through them gave the wheels of our bicycles a 
slipping and knocking about over the rough, stony, 


The common Italian, in building his air-castles, always has а

The only relief to the 
generally uninteresting 
character of the country 
was the sight of the 
distant 


Snow-covered Alps, 


to which we continually 
drew nearer. It was 
strange to see how 
abruptly the mountains 
ceased and spread out 
into the level plain. 


To the student of 
history there is much of 
interest in crossing this 
land. What a favourable 
country for military 
manœuvres! And has 
it not seen enough such ? 
Of all the thousands who 
have fought, fallen, or 
triumphed on its bloody 
fields, the names of three 
men, in three distant 
ages born, shine out 
above all others.
